•This the age of electricity. 
Excepting in remote places, not yet readied by the 


lines from the white coal of the mountains, electric light- 
ing in the home and business is such an accepted matter 
that "the householder expresses surprise if the "juice" is 
off even for a moment. The electric current is so establish-. 
ed that its continuous service is taken for granted. And 
with this establishment of confidence has come a tremen- 
dous increase in the electric "load." People are turning 
more and more to the use of this strange thing that makes 
a room glow at the turn of a switch—makes a building 
blaze from top to bottom and into every corner in a man- 
ner that would make the inventors of the Arabian Nights 
tales slink away abashed and humiliated. 


Just recently the great company serving this valley, 


the Southern California Edison company, announced an- 
other marvel—that the rates to the consumer, instead of 
being raised, are to be lowered. Instead of going before 
the railroad commission and asking for increased rates, 


, this company has asked and received permission to charge 


a lesser rate than formerly, amounting to fourteen per cent 
of the total of every consumer's bill. This is an experi- 
ment, the company declaresf and for the purpose of stim- 
ulating the use of more electrical appliances in the home, 
more electrical machinery .on the farm and in the shops. 
As the amount of power used increases it is possible to 
charge less. This newspaper believes the experiment will 
be a success. There is no doubt about the efficiency of elec- 
trical appliances, their cleanliness, surety of operation. 
Now comes cheapness of operation in the homes, an aid in 
the reduction of the cost of living. The new rates will be 
in effect in this valley July 1. 


Electricity is one of the great commodities that has 


decreased in cost, one of the very few, in the past ten years. 
It is earning the name of the universal servant. No mechan- 
ical agent has given more to the world, and no group of men 
has given more than the ones who have pioneered in this 
gigantic enterprise. 
A good servant is asking that his 


wages be reduced that he may do more work. That's only 
one of the miracles of electric power, but is one of the 
miracles of major importance to us all.

They have been putting out 
this political poison sedulously, until a warning came out 
of one of the Los Angeles bureaus to beware of this propo- 
ganda. 
This is no time to be making a drive against any 


foreign country. International conditions, both political 
and from the standpoint of trade, are critical. It would be 
,far better for organizations to accept speeches from frankly 
political sources whose basis is domestic matters, and keep 
away from these international drives. The committee on 
speakers in every organization may well be the most impor- 
tant group when it is taken into consideration the power 
for good or harm that lies in the selection of those men and 
women who are to deliver the "address of the evening."

Homes and Citizens— 


(Christian Science Monitor): They were strong state- 


ments which Will C. Wood, state banking commissioner for 
the state of California, made at the htirty-first annual con- 
vention of the National Congress of Parents and Teachers 
on the subject of the relationship existing between homes 
and citizens. The central theme of his argument was that 
if better examples of the latter are desired, better training 
grounds in the former must be forthcoming. "Try as we 
may to find a substitute for the home in the training of citi- 
zens, we are foredoomed to failure," he said. "The basis 
of American citizenship is the American home and it must 
remain so.'' He was careful to add that he was not chal- 
lenging school programs for training better citizens, but 
rather that he was simply pointing out that all subsequent 
training for citizenship depends upon the kind of training 
given by the home. His further comment merits attention 
by parents everywhere: 


The first five years of a child's life have seemed to 


many of us unproductive and fallow. As a matter-of fact 
they are the most important years in the entire life span. 
During these years the child learns more fundamental 
things and gets more fundamental training than he will get 
in all later years even though he live to be a centenarian. 


'A Great Chance for Young Men— 


(Glendora Gleaner) -. Uncle Sam wants, the pick of the 


young men of the nation to have a month's military and 
physical training. Under an. act of congress five years ago 
the government is allowed to give a few young men, who 
desire it, thirty days of real army life. 


The best of physical instruction is given and lessons 


of citizenship are taught. 
The objection that they are 


taught to love war is not true. They arc taught how to 
care for themselves if they were ever compelled to go to 
war. They are taught the rudiments of army service so if 
war is ever declared they will be able to form and care for 
enlisted men. 
It is a fact that the man who knows most about, war is 


the man who hates it worst. If any young man wishes to 
avail himself of the offer of this training he should consult 
Col. Jack Hustle, who has served its commander of these 
camps several years past, He knows every ik-lail, su ask 
him.

The sole purpose of the section 


of the political code which requires 
parties engaging in the business of 
treating plant disease and insect and 
other animal pests to take out a 
certificate before engaging in the 
work for hire, is to give the county 
horticultural commissioner power to 
pass on the operator's qualifications 
to engage in pest control work. Op- 
erators holding certificates are re- 
quired to report all work .performed 
to the horticultural commissioner's 
office monthly, and the chance of 
using an ineffective material are too 
small n quantity of an effective ma- 
terial is therefore greatly eliminated. 


Persons who are properly qualified 


to engage in the work can secure a 
certificate with little difficulty and 
there is really no excuse for a spray- 
er doing legitimate work not having 
the proper certificate.
